The fire was discovered about 
1:15 o’clock by George Meyers, who 
resides a short 
distance 
from the 
building. 
He notified the telephone 
office and the central girl immedi­ 
ately notified Ernest Selken, presi­ 
dent of the bank and V. P. Carpenter, 
cashier, and other residents of the 
town. Rushing to the bank volunteer 
fire fighters learned that the fire 
had such a start that it wrould be im­ 
possible to save the building. A type­ 
writer and adding machine were all 
that could be taken out. 
All efforts were bent toward saving 
the adjacent buildings, and a call w'as 
made for the Sedalia fire department 
Fire Chief Paul sent one truck to tire 
scene, which was in Smithton fifteen 
minutes aftey the 
call 
was made. 
Chemicals were used because there 
was no wrnter supply, and the flames 
were kept within the walls of th© 
bank building, due to the rupid work 
of the volunteer fire fighters. 
The fire was said to have started 
between the ceiling and roof, just 
over the vault, but the origin is un­ 
known . It is thought, however, that 
either some one was prowling around 
attempting to get into the vault from 
the top, or that it started from a live 
wire. 
Bank officers are inclined to 
believe that some one had gained en­ 
trance to the building with an intent 
to rob the vault. 
The building was one of the finest 
in Smithton, and had been construct­ 
ed one and a half years ago by the 
stockholders of the bank, by whom 
it was owned. The building and fix­ 
tures at that time were valued at 
$10,000, and it was estimated this 
morning that the loss would be at 
least $ 7,500, with only $5,000 insur­ 
ance.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 
IS.—Gen. 
Luke E. Wright, formerly secretary 
of war, and ex-governor general of 
the Philippines, died at 
hie 
home 
here at 7:30 o’clock last night. 
eGneral Wright, 
who 
has 
been 
prominent In the professional 
and 
business life of Memphis for a half- 
century. 
suffered 
a 
fall 
several 
months ago, and since then has been 
in declining health. 
For almost a 
week, he has been only semi-cons­ 
cious and gradually grew weaker. 
His wife, who was a daughter of 
Admira) Raphael Semmes; his son, 
Semmes, and two daughters, 
Mrs. 
John H. Watkins and Mrs. M. R. Pal­ 
mer of New York, were with him at 
the time of his death. 
General 
Wright, 
a 
Confederate 
veteran and a Democrat 
in politick, 
was first appointed to federal office 
by President McKinley, who named 
him a member of the Philippine com­ 
mission in 1900. 
Later he served as 
vice-governor and governor general 
of the Philippine Islands which office 
he resigned in 1906 
to accept 
ap­ 
pointment by President Roosevelt as 
ambassador to Japan. 
After a year 
in Tokio, in which he was 
called 
upon to act in a number of delicate 
diplomatic situations 
arising 
from 
California's protest against the “op­ 
en door,'* Genera! Wright 
returned 
to the United States to accept the 
post of secretary 
of war 
in Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt's cabinet. He resign­ 
ed form the cabinet in 1909 and after j 
some months of travel, returned to 
Memphis and resumed the practice 
of law.

SUGAR RATIONING 
IN PRUSSIA AGAIN 


By Associated Presa. 
BERLIN, Nov. 18.—Sugar ration­ 
ing will 
be introduced 
in 
Prussia 
December 1, thus revising a policy 
which was adopted as a war measure 
1 but which was dropped about two 
years ago when economic conditions 
improved. 
Revival of commodity ra­ 
tioning is attributed to scarcity of 
products. 
When the law becomes effective, 
no penons will be allowed more than 
one kilogram of sugar monthly, and 
will he able to obtain this amount 
only upon producing a written per­ 
mit from the government. 
AH deal­ 
ers, including wholesalers, will be re­ 
quired to obtain licenses for handl­ 
ing sugar. 
The middleman’s profit will be re­ 
duced to a minimum, and he will be 
prohibited 
from 
mixing 
domestic 
with imported sugar, and from re­ 
quiring consumers to use a certain 
amount of the latter in order to ob­ 
tain a quantity of the home products. 
Retailers will be permitted to sell 
only foj* household use. 
Sugar at present is retailing at 105 
marks a pound and Is the first pro­ 
duct to be rationed since war time 
control was relaxed.

AN OPEN LETTER

T. Montgomery, 
Attorney, Sedalia, Mo. 
Dear Sir: 


In connection with our conversation this morning, at which time the question of co­ 
operation ot County and City Police Authorities in stabilizing conditions in Sedalia inci­ 
dent to the Shopmen s Etrike, was mentioned: 
I desire to direct your attention to the fact that when the Shopmen’s Strike was called 
on July 1st, 1922, I felt that in addition to so such arrangements for protection of prop­ 
erty and workers as the M. K. & T. Ry. was making on their own account, we should 
have the lull support and cooperation of the County Sheriff and his organization to secure 
adequate protection to railroad property and officials and other workers who were en­ 
gaged in the maintenance of equipment and the movement of mail, passenger and freight 
trains. In order to bring about such cooperative action, I made an appointment with 
Sheritt Fewell of Pettis County for a conference with him at his office at 2:00 p. m. on 
July < th, at which time and place Special Agent P. C. Teufel, Assistant Trainmaster F. P. 
Stocker and myself met Sheriff Fewell, and I explained to Sheriff Fewell that our men 
were being threatened by strikers, and officials insulted and threatened while at work in 
yard and at roundhouse; that only five of our railroad guards held commissions, which 
did not afford us proper protection and requested Sheriff Fewell to commission one 
hundred men which the M. K. & T. Ry. would employ for special duty for the purpose of 
insuring adequate protection to property and workers; it being fully explained to Mr. 
Fewell at the time that the railroad would select the men for this work, pay their salaries 
and all expenses legitimate to. the service, that the County would be put to no expense 
whatever under this arrangement, and that all we were asking for was that the Sheriff 
arrange to issue commissions conferring upon each of these men the authority of offi­ 
cers of the law. Sheriff Fewell stated emphatically that he would not do that, but stated 
that in the event there was any trouble he would call out his entire force of deputies to 
protect officers and property. 
I advised him that any such an arrangement would be in­ 
adequate, as it would be too late to wait for trouble to develop before steps were taken 
to meet it, as damage would have already occurred, and it was protection against such oc­ 
currences that was advisable. I then asked Mr. Fewell what protection would be given 
workers in our employ. Mr. Fewell replied that,— “The minute you bring a man to Se­ 
dalia to take the place of boys out on strike I will revoke commissions of each of your 
guards, including Special Agent Teufel. The citizens will not stand for your bringing 
men in here to work.” 
* 
This will clearly show you the attitude asumed by the Sheriff of Pettis County when 
his cooperation was solicited in behalf of the protection of railroad property and workers 
employed by the M. K. & T. Ry. when such cooperation was badly needed, and reason­ 
ably expected.

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY SEDALIA BUSINESS MEN AT A MASS MEET­ 
ING HELD AT CITY HALL FRIDAY EVENING, NOVEMBER 10th, 1922. 
WHEREAS, certain persons employed in the railroad shops in our city have been as­ 
saulted while going peaceably to and from their work by persons unknown to us, and 
other persons have been threatened with assault if they should go to work in the railroad 
shops; 
THEREFORE, be it resolved that: 
(1) The streets of our city shall be kept safe, day and night, for the use of all law 
abiding citizens. 
(2) All men who want to work and can find work to do in our city shall be free to 
engage in such work without interference or molestation from any person. 
(3) We intend to prosecute to the full limit of the law all persons caught assaulting 
or threatening to assault or in any manner intimidating persons who want to accept em­ 
ployment in Sedalia.

Here I did

She read extracts from 
It at a meeting 
of the Republican 
Neighborhood Association last Wed­ 
nesday. 
The second letter is an answer to 
one Mr. Stokes sent the President, 
reviewing the wet victory in New 
York ai.d suggesting that liberaliza­ 
tion of the Volstead act might be an 
advisable policy for the Republican 
party. 
Mr. Stokes declined to make pub­ 
lic the President's letter, but it has 
been quoted as similar to the one 
received by Mrs. Robinson. Mr. Hard 
ing is understood to have declared in 
effect that, while he did not expect 
the eighteenth amendment to be re­ 
pealed, 
there 
was 
a perceptible 
change In the public attitude toward 
prohibition. This change, the Presi­ 
dent is reported to have said, prob­ 
ably would result in a slight "lib­ 
eralization" of the dry law. 
President Harding is quoted also 
as saying he believed prohibition al­ 
ways would be a political issue and 
Its importance In American politics 
would be decreased in direct ratio to 
the mitigation of stringent dry laws.

GREATEST IN NATION 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON Nov. 18.—-The pop­ 
ular conception the iron and steel in­ 
dustry is the largest single one in 
the country is declared by the Agri­ 
culture Departm ent to be erroneous. 
The greatest industry is th at of food 
manufacturing. It outstrips iron and 
steel, the department says, as four 
outstrips one. 
As emphasizing the need cf addi­ 
tional food control laws, the depart­ 
ment calls atention 
to the 
great 
growth in recent times of food man­ 
ufacturing in factories 
as 
against 
preparation in homes. 
A few years 
ago, it says, most food was prepared 
at home or nearby and since 
the 
consumer knew about the conditions 
of its preparation there was little 
need for food laws. 
Today, as so 
much food is produced and prepared 
a long way from those who consume 
It, some sort of Government control 
Is regarded by departm ent officers as 
necessary. 
The m eat packing Industry alone, 
the departm ent declares, represents 
& greater value than the steel Indus­ 
try. 
The total value of manufactur­ 
ed food products, in 1919 was $13,- 
391,914,000. Among the food products 
that make up the total, flouv 
mill 
products 
stand 
next 
to 
packing 
house products. 
Considering the size of the task 
the federal inspection of food is low, 
it was stated. The cost having been 
less than one-hundredth of 1 per­ 
cent of the value of those products. 
That the job is a large one is shown 
by census figures noting that in 1919 
there were 67,453 establishments en­ 
gaged in the manufacture of food 
products, with an annual output val 
ues at the huge amount mentioned 
These figures include manufactured 
goods only and do not take into ac­ 
count the great volume of commerce 
in raw foods such as milk, fresh 
fish, wheat, corn, oats, fruits and 
vegetables. To these large amounts 
must Rtso be added the food 
pro­ 
ducts 
imported, 
which 
in 
1921 
amounted to $672,975,000.

LABOR HAS HOPE 
OF FAVORABLE LAWS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Ameri­ 
can labor today began definite plans 
to obtain a commanding position 
in 
the nation’s political affairs in 1924. 
In the first 
meeting 
since 
the 
election, leaders of labor and farm 
organizations went into conference 
here to discuss methods of combat­ 
ing legislation detrim ental to 
their 
common interests. 
Their program, it was revealed, in­ 
cludes : 
Abolition of the United States rail­ 
road labor board, which labor stead­ 
fastly has assailed as “unfair." 
Recognition of the principle of the 
living wage in determining wages of 
all workers in industry. 
Repeal of the Eech-Cummins trans­ 
portation act. 
Opposition to anti-strike legislation 
which will be introduced in the sen­ 
ate early in the special session by 
Senator Cummins, 
republican 
of 
Iowa, chairman of 
the 
itnterstate 
commerce committee. 
In addition, a battle will be waged 
by certain factions to include recog­ 
nition of Russia in the program. 
Heartened by the results of 
the 
elections, especially in the w*est, ev­ 
ery effort will be made to push this 
program through congress, 
it was 
stated. A special legislative commit­ 
tee will be maintained in Washing­ 
ton to carry (fn 
the 
congressional 
battle. 
While the question of labor legisla­ 
tion is the immediate purpose of the 
conference, steps will be taken at the 
same time, it was declared to perfect 
plans for a distinct Farm-Labor party 
for the next campaign.

CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—Approximate­ 
ly 2,600,000 eggs, 1,500,000 pounds of 
fresh meat, 1,300,000 pounds of pota­ 
toes, 500,000 pounds of sugar, 5,000,* 
000 rolls, 150,000 pounds 
of coffee 
and 500,000 quarts of milk and cream 
are consumed yearly by the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad dining car patrons, ac­ 
cording to the Pennsylvania News, 
publication of that railroad. 
The railroad's dining car service, 
serving 10,000 meals daily, if operat­ 
ed simultaneously, could serve 4,236 
persons at one sitting. The 125 cars ¡ 
in the service, if placed end to end 
w'ould form a mobile restaurant ap­ 
proximately two miles long. 
A force of about 1555 employes is 
required to prepare and serve 
the 
3,575,000 meals which railroad wait­ 
ers annually carry down the aisles of 
diners traveling 40 and 50 miles an 
hour. 
These meals are prepared in dimin­ 
utive kitchens having a floor space 
19 ft feet long and 2ft feet wide, each 
kitchen having four cooks, 
a 
chef 
and three assistants. 
Each car rep­ 
resents an investment of $30,000 of 
which $8000 is spent for silverware, 
litensils and linen.

These two events may 
be entirely unrelated but their combined 
effect will surely be notable and perhaps 
momentous. 
Lloyd George has opposed the intense 
nationalism which has been sweeping over 
Europe and threatening new wars. He has 
been a check on nationalistic France, on 
nationalistic Poland, on nationalistic Tur­ 
key. 
In the main he has had Italy’s sup­ 
port In most of the many crises of the past 
several weeks Great Britain was the lead­ 
ing champion of moderation and in most of 
them Italy stood with her. 
Now there has been a new* shuffle of the 
cards. Lloyd George is out and a conserva­ 
tive is premier of England; Italy has been 
submerged by the nationalist wave and is 
now perhaps the most intensely national­ 
istic country of Europe. 
Even if the new' 
British government adheres closely to the 
policy of Lloyd George and works as stren­ 
uously as he did for moderation, it will not 
have Italy's support. On the contrary* it is 
altogether likely that from now on Italy 
will stand with France. 
These are important developments and 
the results of the consequent realignments 
are likely to be marked. 
A new chapter 
seems to be opening in troubled Europe.
